His ancestors owned the vil- 
lagos of Flushing, Hempstead and Noutown 
ou Long Island by original patent, llenmr- 
riod tho daughter of Archibald Grade 
in May, 1821, on the day that Napoleon 
died. 
He spent two yours iu Europe on 


his marriage tour, studying much of the 
time fiiiu turning his travelling carriage 
into a library. For a time he was Charge 
d'Affaircs at 
London, and 
President 


Adams and Henry Clay promised him the 
post of Ambassador to the Court of Ber- 
lin, but ,1 change in the political situation 
caused his retirement to private life. 
For another short period he was a law 
partner of Hamilton Fish, and from 1830 
to 1835 he delivered a oour.se of lectures 
on political economy in favor cf free 
trade before tho seuinV class of Columbia 
College. lu ISItl he entered the Histori- 
cal Society uud at the timo of his death 
tho society had but ono older member— 
the sou of Alexander Hamilton, who en- 
t.nrnd in 1817.
